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Amendments to the Claims

1 . (Currently Amended) A vehicular mirror assembly for providing an occupant of a 
vehicle with a rearward view, the mirror assembly comprising: 

a reflective element having a first conn e oting p ivot c lemen t and a first actuator element; 

a fi:ame for supporting the reflective element having a second connecting E ivot^element 
and a second actuator element, the first and second oonnocting p ivot elements being adapted to 
be interconnected to one anothCT to tHtablj^mount the reflective element to the fram e and the first 
and seco nd actuator elements being adapted to be interconnected to one another whereby 
actuation of the seco nd actuator element causes the reflective element to tilt with respect to the 
frame : 

at least one of the first oonn e oting p ivot elemen t, the second pivot element, the first 
actuator element and the second oonnooting a ctuator e lement being movably mounted to a 
respective one of the reflective element and the firaune so that one of the firame and the reflective 
element eaa-beis employed with differently-sized corresponding ones of other reflective elements 
and frames. 

2. (Currently Amended) A vehicular mirror assembly according to claim 1, wherein 
the at least one first conn e cting E ivotelement comprises one of a ball and socket. 

3. (Currently Amended) A vehicular mirror assembly according to claim 2, wherein 
the at least one second conneoting p ivot e lement comprises the other of a ball and socket. 

4. (Currently Amended) A vehicular mirror assembly according to claim 1 , wherein 
the fi-ame further comprises a slot, the at least one second connecting p ivot clement further 
comprises a plate, and the plate is slidably received in the slo t so that it is movable between a 
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plurality of positions to alter the distance between the interconnected first and second pivot 
elements and the interconnected first and second actuator elements , 

5. (Currently Amended) A vehicular mirror assembly according to claim 1, a»d 
finth e r comprioing w herein the second actuator element comprises an actuator assembly having 
at least one moveable jackscrew for adjusting the tUt of the reflective element, wherein the at 
least one first oormootinp a ctuator element is attached to the actuator assembly. 

6. (Currently Amended) A vehicular mirror assembly according to claim 5, wherein 
the at least one fest-second ^conn e oting actuator e lement comprises two conn e cting s econd 
actuator elements. 

7- (Currently Amended) A vehicular mirror assembly according to claim 6, wherein 
the two second oonn e otinp a ctuator e lements conQ)rise the jackscrews. 

8, (Currmtly Amended) A vehicular mirror assembly having a reflective element for 
providing an occupant of a vehicle with a rearward view and an actuator assembly having at least 
one moveable jackscrew for adjusting the tilt of the reflective element^ flie mirror assembly 
comprising: 

a fiame supporting the actuator assembly; 

one of a ball and socket attached to the reflective element; 

the other of a ball and socket attached to the fi-ame to form a pivotable coimection with 
the one of a ball and socket for connecting the reflective element to the firame; and 

the at least one Jackscrew is attached to the reflective element at a location spaced Scorn 
the one of the ball and socket for connecting the reflective element to the actuator assembly, 
wherein actuation of the jackscrew assembly causes the reflective element to tilt relative to the 
fiame; 
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wherein a first reflective element ea&%eis attached to the frame by selectively moving the 
one of the ball and socket along the frame to a first position in order to engage the othw of the 
ball and socket; and 

wherein a second reflective element ean-beis attached to the fram e, when the first 
reflective elemmt is disconnecte d therefrom, by selectively moving the one of the ball and socket 
along the frame to a second position in order to engage die other of the ball and socket, thereby 
enabUng the firame to be alternatively attached to reflective elemrats having the other of the ball 
and socket in alternatively different locations. 

9. (Currently Amended) A vehicular mirror assembly according to claim 8, wherein 
the frame further comprises a slot, the one of the ball and socket fiirther comprises a plate, and 
the plate is slidably received in the slot. 

1 0. (Curr^tly Amended) A vehicular mirror assembly according to claim 8, wherein 
the reflective element further comprises a slot, and the at least one moveable jackscrew is 
slidably received in the slot. 

1 1 . (Cuireatly Amended) A vehicular mirror assembly comprising: 

a mirror housing having a pivo t and an actuator laterally spaced fitrni the pivot: 

a reflective element pi votably mounted within the housing on the pivot and operablv 

interconnected to the a ctuator so that actuation of the actuator tiltinglv repositions the reflective 

element on the pivot : 

wherein the pivot is laterally r qiositionable with respect to die housing so that reflective 
elemaits of varying sizes eafrb eare selectively m ounted ^w4Siffl-to.the housi ng so that a common 
housing c an be employed with reflective elements of varying size . 
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12- (Original) A vdbicular minor assembly according to claim 1 1 wherein one of the 
housing and the pivot has a detent, and the other of the housing and the pivot has a slot, and the 
pivot is repositionable with respect to the housing by movement of the detent within the slot. 

1 3, (Original) A vehicular minor assembly according to claim 1 1 wh^ein the pivot is 
slidably mounted to the minor housing. 

14. (Original) A vehicular minor assembly according to claim 1 3 and fiirther 
comprising at least one detent located between the pivot and the xninx>r housing wherein the 
pivot is retained m a particular mounted position with respect to the minor housing by the detent. 
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
